were tbe license evil taken out of politics 
It is, therefore, to tbe interest of the dem- 
ocratic party either to have tbe license 
limit removed or to Ijavo the granting of 
licenses taken out of politics. 


Were the limit removed and tbe present 


fee retained there might be too many 
saloons for the first vear, but when the 
dealers would h'nd that tboy could not make 
ti living profit, they would abandon the 
business. Thus the business would regulate 
itself in a conplo of years. At tbe present 
time many dealers who are young in tbe 
business are unable to pay their bills and 
for them the wholesale dealers fill orders 
"c. o. d." 
If they cannot make profit un- 


der tho present system, ifc is not, likely they 
would do so if tho number of 
deal- 


era were increased, and. heuce in a short 
apace of lime tbe cities of the state would 
be relieved of tbe present demoralizing 
system. 


The wrangle over licenses each year is 


productive of as much evil.almost, as is the 
sale and consumption of tlie liquor. 
The 


removal of tbe license limit will be tbe 
most direct remedy for tbe evil. The ap- 
pointment of a license commission would 
tako 
the matter 
from 
the aldermen 


and to that oxteat would purify cily poli- 
tics; but if tho members of the commission 
were not men of the hlgbest integrity thoy 
would bo forced to accept bribes and thus 
the evils of granting licenses would be on- 
ly transferred to a different body. 


But either plan of taking the grant- 


ing of licenses from tbe aldermen would be 
a great improvement over the present 
method, a benefit to each city in, tbe state 
and especially to the democratic party, 
which is usually sold out from year to year 
for liquor licenses. 


Either change would militate against re- 


publican rule in proportion to the extent to 
Which it would redeem the democracy 
from the license thraldom.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3. Justice Dean 


in Supreme court, yesterday, delivered an 
opinion which defines-the legality of a 
boycott. 


It was in the case of George M. Cole 


against Hugh Murphy and others from the 
common pleas conrt of Allegheny county, 
and the decision.reverses the judgment oi 
the lower court. 


The plaintiff obtained $1500 damages 


from the defendants on the ground that 
the latter by unlawful and successful con- 
spiracy injured him in his. business. Tlie 
defendants were members'of 'the Planing 
Mill association of Allesjhany county and, 
of the publishing building exchange. 


The plaintiff and "six other dealers re- 


fused to join the defendants in . boycotting 
contractors who conceded the demand of 
strikers in May, 1891, and the members of 
the association then refused to sell them 
material. 
In reversing the judgment the Supreme 


conrt decides that when trade associations 
boycott contractors and dealers who en- 
courage strikes and concede .strikers' de-' 
mauds, and whei} such association existed 
such boycott among other disinterested 
dealers is legal.

The double tracks along the outside of 


the easterly end of the station were yester- 
diy-laken up and the space converted into 
H. roadway tor baggage wagons and teams 
generally. The changes for diverlinK tlie 
Eastern division tracks to those of tbe 
Western and vice versa from the station to 
the crossing at Somerville, in order to abol- 
ish the crossing of one division by the 
other, are being made. 


There are six tracks in the new station 


at present available for trains in use, while 
there are three others which can be used 
for the storage of passenger trains. Tlie 
tracks at the end" of the train house are 
being changed so that trains of the east- 
ern division will leave from and enter on 
the three tracks at the easterly end of the 
s'.alioo, while the western division, on ac- 
count of using the old eastern drawbridge, 
wiU use the westerly three. This gives 
each division the same amount of track ac- 
commodation it had iu the old stations. 


The Eastern division will take the tracks 


now naefl'hy the Western as far as Souier- 
ville, and the Western the present Eastern 
roadbed, Loth returning to their original 
lines south of the Somerville stations. This 
abolishes the know-notbinp crossing at this 
point, but as far as the public is concerned 
It will not make the least difference, as the 
trains will have to stop as they always did, 
according to General Superintendent San- 
born,on account of the freight tracks cross- 
ing both divisions at this point.

AMERICAN FOOTBATH. 


Good Suggestions to Introduce it in tlte 


Hl£h Schools. 


The recent discussions oa college foot- 


ball and the views of prominent players in 
regard to altering the rules have led those 
Interested in association football to sug- 
gest that their style of playing be adopted 
by college clubs. What is now needed is a 
smart man or two-to impress the colleges 
•with the beauty of a game of association 
football. 


In England three-quarters of the foot- 


hall men, including ths university teams, 
have adopted the association game in pref- 
erence to the Rugby game. This has been 
done notwithstanding the fact that the 
R^gby game across the water is more open- 
ly played than here. 


The games between Harvard, Tale and 


Princeton have been transformed into feats 
of strength; not individual strength alto- 
gether, but the strength of one team 
a^iins; another. . The game is kept alive 
largely by the rivalry of tbe colleges. 


The adoption of the association game in 


ihe colleges would mean a decrease in 
broken limbs. With a little training the 
college athletes could make the association 
game of football productive of three times 
as much excitement as is witnessed in a 
Bugby game. 


At the association game, the open play- 


ins: gives spectators a chance to see the fine 
points, points of skill ia which, the brain 
plays fully as important a part as the feet. 
What is needed in order to introduce asso- 
tion foot ball into tae colleges is an effort 
to introduce that style of playing among 
the pupils of the tigh schools. 


If clubs could be formed in the high 


schools of the different cities in the stale it 
would not be long before the colleges 
-•ronkl recognize the advantage and super- 
iority of the association game over the 
Ji-jgby. The playing with head and feet 
is munh to be preferred over that in which 
brute strength figures. 


The public want a game where the dif- 


f ereJit plays can be seen, and understood 
one in which the ball is in sight and there 
is no laxity in the excitemenL It is true 
that even the association game can be 
improved and should the college players in 
ihe future assent to adopting it this came 
could be made to outrival even base ball. 


Now ihat the discussion of altering the 


rules ic college playing is under way, the 
managers of association clubs havea chance 
to at least attempt to say a, word for this 
safer and cleaner sport. Meetings of Ijhe 
American association and New England 
league should be called to outline plans to 
endeavor to introduce the association game 
into :.lie high schools.

"Of course we intend lo enlarge, for this 


will he necessary, and one tiling we need is 
a ward td treat co~iitaglous diseases, such 
as diphtheria and scarlet fever." 


Mr. Holden also praised the work of the 


Ladies Aid association. He said there was 
a general demand for the General hospital; 
St. John's and the Lowell hospital are do- 
in" excellent work. 


If ever an epidemic were prevalent in 


Lowell inside of a fortnight we could erect 
temporary wards on the surrounding land 
that would accommodate from 100 lo 500 
patients.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3. Justice Dean 


in Supreme court, yesterday, delivered an 
opinion which defines the legality of a 
boycott. 


It vras in tho case of George II. Cole 


against Hugh Murphy and others from tbe 
common pleas conrt of Allegheny county, 
and the decision reverses the judgment of 
the lower court. 


The plaintiff obtained. §1500 damages 


from the defendants on the ground that 
the latter by unlawful and successful con- 
spiracy injured him in his business. The 
defendants were members of 'the Planing 
Mill association of Alles^hany county and 
of the publishing building exchange. 


The plaintiff and six other dealers re- 


fused to join the defendants in boycotting 
contractors who conceded the demand of 
strikers in May, 1891, and the members of 
tlie association then refused to sell them 
material. 


In reversing the judgment the Supreme 


court decides that when trade associations 
boycott contractors and dealers who en- 
courage strikes and concede strikers' de-' 
mands, and when such association existed 
such boycott among other disinterested 
dealers is legal.

interested in association football to sug- 
gest that their style of playiug be adoptee 
by college clubs. 
What is now needed is a 


smart man or two to impress the colleges 
with the beauty of a game of association 
football. 


In .England three-quarters of tho foot- 


hall men, including; the university teams, 
have adopted the association game in pref- 
erence to the Ilugby game. 
This has been 


done notwithstanding the fact 
that the 


Rugby game across the water is more open- 
ly played than here. 


The games between Harvard, Tale and 


Princeton have been transformed into feats 
of .strength; not inelivielual strength alto- 
gether, but the strength of one lean 
against another. 
Tlie game is kept alive 


largely by the rivalry of tbe'colleges. 
Y 
Tlio acfoption o'f the association game in 


the colleges would inean a 'decrease in 
broken limbs. With a little training the 
college athletes could make the association 
game of football productive ot" three times 
as much excitement as is witnessed to a 
iiugby game. 
l v 


At the association game, the open play- 


ing gives spectators aiehauce to see the fine 
poiuts, points of skill in which the htaiii 
plays fully as important a part/ as the feet. 
What is needed in order to introduce asso- 
tion foot bait into the colleges is au effort 
to intioduce that stylo oi playing; among- 
the pupils of the high schools. 


If clubs coulel' be foimcd in the high 


schools of the different cities in the state it 
would not be long before the colleges 
would recognize the advantage and siiper- 
iority of the association game over the 
Rugby. Tho playing with hoarl ami feet 
is much to be preferred over that in which 
brute stiength figures 


Tho public want a game where tho dif- 


ferent plays can be seen and undci stood 
one in which tlie ball is in sight and there 
is no laxity in the excitement. It is true 
that even the association game can he 
impiovod and should the college players in 
the future assent to adopting it this game 
could be made to outrival ovon base ball. 


Now that the discvission oli altering the 


rules in college playing is under way, the 
managers of association clubs have a chance 
to at least attempt to say a word for this 
safer and cleaner sport. Meetings of the 
American association aud Now England 
league should be called to outline plans to 
endeavor to introduce the association game 
iuto the high schools.

tlie crossing at Somerville, iu order to abol- 
ish the crossing of one division by the 
other, ai;o being made. 


There are six tiacks in the new station 


at present available for trains in use, while 
there are three others "which can be used 
far the storage of passenger trains. 
The 


tracks at the end of tho train house are 
beiug changed so that trains of the east- 
ern division will leave irom and enter on 
the three tracks at the easterly end of the 
station, while the western division, on ac-

In this matter I simply 
follow the recommendations which have been 
li-equently made heretofore, and among them 
the recomnjij'ndatiouB of the President of the 
united States and of the attorney uerieral re- 
cently made, in -regard to the feo system In 
too federal'courts and offices. 


Mediciil Practitioners. 


I ask you also to consider the-expediency of 


requiring that practitioners of medicine be 
registered, in somewhat the same manner 
as pharmacists are now registered. 


In every state of the Union, cxcepl flve such 


a system of .registration has been established 
and it cannot fail to protect the public, and at 
the same time help to maintain a high stand- 
ardamonej medical practitioners.

require an amendment to the state constitu- 
tion. 
Such ori^amendment must pass two 


successive legislatures and be adopted by the

general laws must be postponed for at least 
two years. But the legislature has power to 
adopt.thel referendum in lawsaffecting partic- 
ular localities. 


It is not uncommon to submit important 


questions to local.option, and such action has 
received the sanction of the supreme judicial 
court. Many unwelcome local laws might be 
prevented and much pernicious special legis- 
lation checked pif the system were extended

The wangle over licenses each year is 


productive of as uuica evil,almost, as is the 
sale and consumption of the liquor. The 
removal of the license limit will be tha 
most direct remedy for the evil. The ap- 
pointment of ii license commission would 
Lake 
the matter 
t'i'om 
the 
aldermen 


and to that extent Would purify city poli- 
tics; but if the members of the commission 
wt>ro not men of the highest integrity they 
would he forced to accept bribes and thus 
iho evils of granting licenses would be on- 
ly transferred to a different body. 


But either plan Of talcing the grant- 


ing of licenses from tho aldermen would ho 
a great. .Improvement over the present 
method, a benefit to each city in the state 
and especially to the democratic party, 
which, is usually sold but from year to year 
for liquor licenses. 


Klther change'1 would militate against re- 


publican rule in proportion to the extent to 
which it would redeem the. democracy 
:'i'0in the license thraldoui.

The recent discussions on college foot- 


ball and the views of prominent players in 
regard lo altering the ruins have led those 
interested in association football to sug- 
gest that Iheif style of playiug be adopted 
by college dubs. What is now needed is-a 
smart man or two to impress the colleges 
with the beauty of a game of association 
football. 


In England ihree-quartcrs of Ihe foot- 


ball men,- including cue university teams, 
have 'adopted the association game in pref- 
erence to the Paigby game. This has been 
done notwithstanding the fact tbat the 
Ilugby game across the water is more open- 
ly played than here. • 


The games between Harvard, Tale 'and 


Princeton have been transformed into feat! 
of strength; not individual strength alto- 
gether, but the strength of one team 
against, another. The game is kept alive 
largely by the rivalry of the'colleges. . 


Tlio ad'option oT tbe association game in 


ihe colleges would mean a decrease, in 
broken limbs. With a little training the 
college athletes could make the association 
game of football productive of three times 
as much excitement as is witnessed-in a 
iiugby game. 
.

At tlio association game, lhe;open play 


ing gives spectators a.chance to see the fine 
points, points of skill in which the ' brain 
plays fully as iniporLa.n.t a. part as the feet. 
What is needed in order to introduce asso- 
tion foot ball into the colleges is ail effort 
lo introduce, that stylo, of playintr among 
the pupils of tbe high schools. 


If clubs could' be formed in the high 


schools of the different cities in the state il 
would not bo long before the colleges 
would recognize the advantage aud super- 
iority of the association game over the 
Kugby. The playing with heail and feet 
is much to bo preferred over that in which 
briite strength figures. 


The public want a game where tho dif- 


ferent plays can be seen and understood 
one in o'hich the ball is hi sight and there 
is no laxity in tlie excitement. It is true 
that even the association game can be 
improved and should the college players in. 
the future assent to adopting it this game 
could be muuc to outrival even base ball.- 


Now that the discussion of alterinsthe 


rules) in college playing is under way, the 
managers of association clubs have a chance 
to at least attempt [o say a word for this 
safer and cleaner sport. Meetings of the 
American association and New England 
league should be called to outline plans to 
endeavor to introduce the association game 
into the high schools.

The chuuges for diverting the 
Eastern division tracks to those of the 
"Western and vice veiaa from the station to 
the crossing at Soinerville, in order to abol 
ish the crossing of one division by the 
other, ar,e being made. 


There"are six tracks in the new station 


at present available for trains in use, while 
there are three others, which can be used 
for the storage of passenger trains. 
The 


tracks at the end of the train house are 
beinp changed so that trains of the east- 
ern division will leave from and enter on 
the three tracks at the easterly end of the 
station, while the western division, on ac- 
count of using the old eastern drawbridge, 
will use the westerly three.

Commissions.

It is quite clear that comirpitLees of the legis- 


lature, liable to unnmiVchanges, are not suf- 
ticiuntly pcirniancrit lo tamiliarixe themselves 
witli undertakings conductecfoii a large scale, 
involving complicated plans, or to formulate 
and maintain a settled and ijitelligont policy 
in the prosecution of such undertakiiiprs. . It 
would be equally impossible for the governor 
nnd council to perform the onerous ond re- 
sponsible labors iicnv unsigned to the great 
coinmispions having charge of the depart- 
ments of education, agriculture, labor, rall- 
roadsftiiisiiru.u cc, lands and harbors* civil ser- 
vice, health, lunacy and elmrity, and other 
great, branch us of public works.

BLJU the necessity or utility oT some of the ex- 
isting commissions. 
To create a commission, 


whenever iL is necessary to creel u public 
building or. Lo ensure in any pnbliu ivork, is 
simply- frittering away the authority of iho 
commonwealth, and destroying or impairing 
the responsibility of its agents. 
There is no 


reason why much of the work assigned to 
what may be termed temporary commissions 
cannot be done by or under Phe supervision of 
the governor and council, officials elected by 
the people annually, and directly responsible 
to the people.

Election Laws. 


It is not necessary that I should enter into 


any argument es to the sui)reme iniporto-nco 
of protecting the ballot has. It ia not enough 
that elections should be honest; they must be 
so guarded and protected that all-men shall 
believe them to be honest and above suspi- 
cion. In Massachusetts VTG have always ma'do 
every efi'ort, not merely to guard the ballot 
box, but to p.rptect the voter absolutely in 
9 very right which belong^ to him. Yet even 
here, it, seems clenr that inaprovements can 
be made. In my opinion the'logialatuie should 
provide proper menus forapurgiag the Hats of 
registered voters of names which should not 
appear upon them. It does not appear to mo 
necessary that to accomplish thig, the entire 
voting population cf the state should be put'to 
the trouble and expense, of a new- registration, 
but 1 should recommend that some method be 
devised by which, on the petition of citizens 
in any precinct, ward or town, tlio registered 
lists for that electoral division, should be ex- 
amined and purified by officers appointed for 
that purpose. 


A law also should be enacted flilng a proper 


test as to tho reading and -writing; qualifica- 
tions required of the voter. 
The constitution 


simply demands that IL voter, before being- en- 
titled to vote, should be able to read the con- 
stitution of Musanchugetfts Irt the English 
language" and to write his iiama. 
This pro- 


vision miuht be used to apply a test which 
would make the acquisition of the suITrago 
something of extreme difficulty, or it might bo 
so interpreted as to be in practice a dead let- 
ter, vrhlnh it in to be feared is- now generally 
the case. 


I therefore suggest that the legislature fix 


by law a simple test to be applied by all regis- 
tering officers to all persons seeking registra- 
tion,-' .and 
which shall determine legally 


whether a voter is qualified by ability to read 
and write, ns requifed'-by the constitution, 


.ft is not an easy mutter to justly restrict 


personal privileges, and Jaws^tendinc to such 
an end ought not to be hastily enacted. I be- 
lieve, however, .that our election laws should 
be so framed as to afford the same opportunity 
for political preferment to the man of limited 
means as to one who can control greater 
wealth. 


Tbe Courts of tlie Cammomvcaltli. 


I think it well for the legislature to consider 


thu subject o* relieving the superior court 
from. HH excessive; burdon-of work. 


Ir-o far ns Suffolk county is concerned this 


relief is especially needed, perhaps liot so 
much by an increase in the number of justices 
as oy u, decrease in the labor assigned to them. 
The proposed relief, however, must be made to 
apply lothe superior court throughout the 
commonwealth, 


It bus boon suggested that, a needed remedy 


may be found in the following method: First, 
give to the probate courts .iuristUution in, nut- 
ters of divorce; second, permit municipal, dis- 
trict and police Courts to sentence.in all cases 
of felony where tbe accused party pleads 
guilty, except, piirhups, in the coac of two or 
three of the graver offences; third, give the 
municipal court of the city of Boston power to 
hold trials by jury 4n nrost of the appealed 
criminal casos, particularly liquor, capes and 
breaches of city ordinances, reserving to the 
defuncltiiits the right to take exceptions in 
matters of huv directly to the supreme judicial 
court. 


There is good ground, aho, for your consid- 


eration of the expediency of appointing one 
or two more judges for the municipal court of 
Eoaton, tn relieve the civil session" from, its 
overcrowded state. 


It may be well, also to inquire into the 


expediency of giving 
to' said 
municipal 


court a larger jurisdiction than, it has at 
present. 


It is also important that some legislation 


should be enacted for securing-., a better 
class of jnrpi-BT especially in Suffolk county. 


ILeg-aeios and Successions^ 


In regard Lo the taxes on. collaternl legacies 


and succpbsjons, fixed by chapter -125 of the 
acts and -resolves of 1891, -the outgoing trcus- 
Aircr suggests that the nsiessmeut aud collec- 
tion thereof be transferred ^rora the treasury 
department to. the probate iourt, for tho rea- 
son that the department of the'treasurer and 
receiver general is a receiving and. disbursing 
department, and tho assessment- of taxes is 
not one of its appropriate functions; and fur- 
ther, that all-flie data for determining tliat IL 
tax is due and what tax^s due are to be found 
In Lbo probate court, where itlso many ques- 
tions as to construction of wills audttie rlghts- 
of legatees and other parties in interest may 
I;E! more readily and satisfactorily decided. 
The suggestion is worlkyof youv careful con- 
sideration, ad also the suggestion that all such 
taxes be paid into the state treasury and not 
to the several county treasurers. •

charity is one of vtist scope, comprehending 
the supervision and visitation of the public 
nnd private insane hospitals and asylums of 
the stale, shite alinshouso and state farm, 
und three state schools, and the state and 
town almshonscs containing Insane inmates;

Union and throughout tho 
rivilize'd world. 


Tlie care anil improvement of the unfortu- 


nate, coming within the jurisdiction of this 
board, is no inr-annitlcaiit standard by which 
to mark and measure Lhe degree r;[ civiliza- 
tion in this community.

In this matter I simply 
follow tho recommendatioiiK whloh have buen 
frequently tqaae heretofore, .^nd among- them.

I therefore recommend that you consider Lho
